YOU and YOUR 
FAMILY

DEAR DR. GREENSTONE: 
Whenever I’m around my 
mother-in-law, I'm all thumbs. I can’t seem to do anything 
right. She makes me feel very incom petent. Is the only 
solution to never see her again? 
DEAR READER: Your mother-in-law is not responsible for 
your feelings of incompetence. She cannot m ake you feel 
incompetent unless you allow her to do so. You m ay be ex­ 
periencing these feelings because of your own self-im age, 
and the relationship between these feelings and your 
mother-in-law may be coincidental. You m ay feel equally 
insecure in other situations with other critical figures in your 
life. Certainly, one possible, if not com pletely realistic, way 
of dealing with your situation is not to see your mother-in- 
law again, or at least as regularly. Another possibility, and 
this time perhaps more realistic and logical, is to take a good 
look 
at 
yourself 
and 
at your 
actual 
strengths 
and 
w eaknesses. In what areas are you skilled? In what areas do 
you need to know more? What do you feel is best for you and 
for your family? Is the way in which you do what you do 
really incorrect or misinformed even though it differs from 
the way your mother-in-law says it should be done? Are 
som e of her ideas good and useable in your opinion? Should 
som e of them be discarded in favor of your likes, dislikes, 
wants and needs? Are there w ays in which you do things that 
are actually superior to the w ays that have been suggested? 
Are you really contributing to your own sense of in­ 
com petency by the w ays in which you react to your in-laws’ 
suggestions? If so, how can you stop the process within 
yourself? 
I suppose that many m ore questions are in order, but 
perhaps these will provide a beginning. No one can possibly 
live long enough to either know e v e r tin g or to make all of 
the possible m istakes in daily life. This, however, is not 
incom petence. It is a realistic appraisal of what is. The 
possibility that you may not do som ething correctly in any 
given situation or that you may not do as well as your 
mother-in-law might is entirely possible. But this is really no 
more likely than the reverse of the sam e possibilities. Either 
way, you will do the best you can with what you have and at 
the tim e you want to do it, and little else really m atters other 
than your own evaluation and judgem ent. 
If you feel “put upon,” look to yourself for what you may 
be doing to contribute to this situation, and then m ake the 
desired adjustm ents in your begavior. Ask yourself in what 
ways you allow your mother-in-law to convince you that you 
are incapable in various areas. Make your m ove to deal with 
this begavior. 
Finally, decide what you want for yourself, and how you 
will obtain your goals. If you want to do it and it seem s like 
the log'*- a1 and realistic way to approach the situation, this is 
probably enough justification. If you m ake a m istake, then 
you will try som ething else. The likelihood is, however, that 
your chances of success or failure are much the sam e as for 
your mother-in-law, or for anybody else. 
As a last resort, not seeing your in-laws might help. The 
likelihood of any significant change being effected in your 
own feelings of insecruity and incom petence by such a 
drastic m ove, is limited at best. You are responsible for you 
and your life. Acceptance of, and action toward these ends 
will accom plish more both on a short term basis and also in 
terms of future goals.

SAN 
ANTONIO, 
Tex. 
(UPI) — The Venice of the 
Texas Plains is boasting a 
head start on many of the 
nation’s cities in planning; a 
giant year-long fiesta 
to 
celebrate the Bicentennial of 
the American Revolution. 
The home of the Alamo 
a lre a d y has 
a 
grow ing 
c a le n d a r 
of 
p a trio tic 
cu ltu ra l, 
historic 
a n d 
educational 
events 
a nd 
renovations 
as 
th e 
celebration approaches. 
As always, the center of 
activities is the Alamo, t he 
old Spanish Mission w here 
187 Texans fought until death 
for independence against a 
force of 5,000 Mexican troops 
on March 6, 1836. 
After bickering between 
the “little old ladies in ten nis 
shoes” — the Daughters of 
the Republic of Texas — and 
the 
Bicentennial 
Coim- 
m ission, a beautification 
project 
was 
app rov ed 
recently to spruce up Alamo 
Plaza, which is visited a n ­ 
nually by 1.5 million tourists. 
The 
DRT, 
who 
have 
resisted for decades a t ­ 
tempts to tamper with the 
Alamo grounds themselves, 
reluctantly agreed to a r­ 
ch itectural 
and 
land- 
scapping 
changes 
of 
the 
plaza. 
Mrs. Charles A. Hall, 
chairman of the caretaker 
group 
of 
ladies 
who 
prevented the Alamo from 
being destroyed by com­ 
mercial interests, said red, 
white and blue flowers will 
enhance the Alamo grounds 
during 1976, along with herbs 
and vegetables of early 
Texas. 
Although San Antionio was 
little more than a village of 
2,000 in New Spain when 
T hom as 
Jefferson 
w as 
drafting the Declaration of 
Independence, it was the 
center of the 1836 revolution 
that 
freed 
Texas 
from 
Mexico. 
San Antonio was founded 
in 1718, 58 years before the 
American Revolution, and 
plans to show off its historic 
landmarks as part o f1 the 
Bicentennial. 
Besides the Alamo Plaza 
renovation, Heritage ’76 pro­ 
jects include a parkway to 
link all five historic Spanish 
missions, a major display of 
the old Spanish acequia 
(irrigation) system, creation 
of an ethnic cultural center, 
re se a rc h into the c ity ’s 
m u l t i l i n g u a l 
m u s i c a l 
heritage and the liturgical 
music of the mission period, 
prep aratio n of historical 
walking and driving tours of 
the city, and marking of 
downtown streets with their 
original Spanish colonial 
names. 
Heritage ’76 will display 
San A ntonio’s 25 ethnic 
cultures which carved out 
settlements in the relentless 
sun and grinding dust of 
South Texas, at the Institute 
of Texas Cultures and during 
the Texas Folklife Festival. 
Festival USA already has a 
full calendar of parades, 
festivals, fairs, military and 
re lig io u s 
c e r e m o n ie s , 
cultural and sports events 
for next year. 
Highlight will be the April 
Fiesta, which will celebrate 
its 80th birthday with a 
multitude of events centered 
along 
the downtown 
San 
Antonio River walkway. 
Scattered throughout the 
year, beginning this fall, are 
educational and historical 
studies p rep ared by the 
A m erican Issues F orum 
which 
range 
from 
discussions of the past to 
foot-stomping to “ Red Neck 
Rock” music born in this 
area. 
At the same time, the San 
A n t o n i o 
S y m p h o n y 
“ H eritage 
Season” 
will 
salute works of American 
composers in Maestro Victor 
Allesandro’s 25th year as 
musical director. 
But just as most visitors 
do, Bicentennial tourists are 
expected to visit the Alamo, 
which 
has 
a ttra c te d 
p re sid e n ts, 
kings

C urrently working in his 
third Disney picture, Don 
carefully com bs each script 
in

him .

“ I ’ve never been hurt in a

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Consumer Agency B ill Discussed

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Every day the federal 
g o v e r n m e n t 
m a k e s 
decisions that seriously 
affect the health, safety and 
pocketbooks of American 
consumers. 
In 
1972 
the 
Federal 
Aviation 
Administration 
discovered that the cargo 
door latch on the DC-10 
aircraft was faulty and 
responsible for a near-fatal 
crash. The agency wanted to 
require the manufacturer to 


fix the doors on all other DC- 
10s. 
McDonnell-Douglas 
int­ 
ervened with the Federal 
Aviation Administration and 
asked 
to 
have 
the 
modification made per­ 
missive rather than man­ 
datory. 
The 
friendly 
relationship worked. Not all 
doors were repaired. Two 
years later, a DC-10 crashed 
near Paris killing 344 people. 
The FAA believes the faulty 
cargo door caused the crash. 
When the FAA made that 
decision, who spoke for the 
consumer? 
In December, 1974, the 
Federal Power Commission 
voted to allow natural gas 
companies 
to 
increase 
prices. The increase cost 
American consumers bet-

ween $3-$5 billion. 
When the FPC considered 
this increase, who spoke for 
the consumer? 
In 1967 Congress acted to 
require that flameproof 
fabrics be used in childen’s 
sleepwear. The Commerce 
Department and the Con­ 
sumer 
Product 
Safety 
Commission delayed putting 
the law into effect for six 
years. During this time, 
thousands of children were 
horribly burned when their 
pajamas caught fire. 
During this time of delay, 
who spoke for the consumer? 
The answer to all these 


questions is, of course, no 
one. The same answer ap­ 
plies to hundreds of federal 
government decisions made 
each week. 
Business has the power 
and resources to make their 
position 
known 
to 
the 
agencies that regulate them. 
Consumers pay for this 
business advocacy before 
government agencies. We 
pay for it through higher 
prices and we pay for it 
through 
higher 
taxes 
because the cost of business 
representation of its in­ 
terests before government is 
tax deductible. 


In addition, tax dollars 
support the budget of the 
Department of Commerce 
which is used to protect and 
promote the interests of 
business. 
Consumers do not have the 
capacity and resources to 
plead their case before 
government agencies. It is a 
basic flaw in our system that 
this representation is not 
built in. 
There has been a great 
deal of talk recently about 
reforming 
government 
agencies to make them work 
better. The first step should 
be to remedy the present 


inequality of representation. 
Consumers should have an 
advocate before government 
regulatory agencies when 
those 
agencies 
make 
decisions affecting con­ 
sumers. 
This month the House of 
Representatives will begin 
consideration of H.R. 7575, a 
bill to create an Agency for 
Consumer Protection. This 
agency would provide a 
voice for consumers. The 
Senate 
passed 
sim ilar 
legislation by a two-thirds 
majority last May. 
Ma ny 
e n l i g h t e n e d 
businessmen, confident of 


their own integrity and the 
worth of their positions, 
support creation of an 
Agency 
for Consumer 
Protection. They include 
Montgomery-Ward, 
Mobil 
Oil, Atlantic-Richfield Oil, 
Stop and Shop Supermarkets 
and Jewel Supermarkets. 
Other businesses, led by 
the U.S. Chamber of Com­ 
merce 
and 
National 
Association of M anufac­ 
turers, 
are 
spending 
thousands of dollars to 
defeat H R. 7575. They say 
such a consumer agency will 
be too expensive. We believe 
the present system is too 
expensive. 
President Ford estimated 
that inefficient and unfair 
regulation cost the average 
American family $2,000 a 


year. The Agency for Con­ 
sumer Protection would cost 
only $15 milton the first year. 
That represents 25 cents a 
year for each taxpaying 
American family. 
Business wants to continue 
the present system in which 
only one voice — the voice of 
big business — is heard 
before government agencies 
and through 
which 
all 
consumers will continue to 
suffer from unsafe products 
and higher prices.

While dry milk performs 
like a recent addition to the 
world of convenience foods,

- about 75 years. 
One 
person 
who 
remembers its early history 
development is Ed Small, a 
former dairy marketing 
official 
with

U.S. 
Department of Agriculture 
(USDA). 
According to Small, first 
patents for dry milk were 
issued around the turn of the 
century. Progress in im­ 
proving the product was 
relatively slow and laborious 
in the early years, but World 
War II gave new impetus to 
new developments.
